National Cat Week which was observed 
November 2 through 8, really was launched 
nationally for the first time with clubs 
and individuals rallying to the cause. Al 
though literature, posters and seals were a 
bit late being distributed, by the officials of 
National Cat Week, Inc., Columbus, Ohio, 
nevertheless all materials were available in 
time. 

For the first time radio broadcasts were 
brought in to play, with addresses by out- 
standing cat authorities in various sections 
of the country. 

Shows were held during the octave in 
Newark, N. J. and Milwaukee. At 
Newark, a broadcast in observance marked 
the exhibition. 

A forerunner to the event was the Brook 
lvn-Long Island Show, which was _ held 
Oct. 28-29. This really launched the activi- 
ties in the Greater New York area. Seals 
were sold at the Show and literature dis 
tributed 

In Oregon, a broadcast was accomplished 
with Mrs. Roberta K. Knight speaking over 
a Portland station with a listening audien: 
of 14,000. The Rose City show scheduled 
for early December utilized the festivities 
to add impetus to this event. Charles A 
Knight of Oswego, Ore., is the State chair 
man of Oregon 

The San Diego Cat Fanciers sponsored a 
junior humane contest during NCW, wher 
in children of the first six grades were elli- 
gible to receive cash prizes for the kindest 
acts performed for cats during the week 
Letters were sent by children, co-signed by 
a parent, veterinarian or teacher, describing 
the kindness administered by the child. Mrs 
J. C. Linn was the contest chairman 

Many other events were staged, however, 
these are the first accounts to be received as 
CATS went to press. 

It is expected that dates for the 1949 
National Cat Week will be set in the near 
future, thus affording sufficient time for 
state chairmen, cat clubs and individuals to 
work out details for a greatly expanded 
week.

To Baby, an orange-eved white persian 
female, goes the honor and distinction of 
being the recipient of the 1947 
Macazine Awarp!

“seeing-eye” cat known to be in 
existence. She is owned by Mrs. Carolyn 
Swanson of Hermosa Beach, California, 
who will be presented with a Government 
Bond as the Award. 

Cats Macaztne learned of the un 
usual Baby in late December 1946, and 
published a copyright story concerning her 
and her blind mistress in the January 1947 
issue. For the benefit of those who are 
interested but who did not read the story 
of this great “‘seeing-eve”’ feline, the follow- 
ing are excerpts from the original story: 

“A vear ago (1945), Mrs. Carolyn Swan 
son of Hermosa Beach lost her eyesight. 
In her darkness, she turned to Baby, her 
prize white persian, who had been her 
constant companion during the last few 
years. 


PROTECTOR 


“Mrs. Swanson lost little time in training 
Baby as her ‘seeing-eye’ and Baby was 
quick to respond. She knew her mistress 
loved her and now she knew her mistress 
needed her for her eyes! 

“The big white persian, in her own way 
easily learned the methods employed by 
fully-trained ‘seeing-eye’ dogs. When Mrs 
Swanson is ready for her shopping tour 
and other errands, Baby is ready!

A BRUSH WITH THE LITTLE BURMA SHAVER 


What do you know about the Burmese 
cat? 

The reader, whether he be a breeder, an 
exalted judge with scores of shows to his 
credit, a member of the Board of Directors 
of one of the national cat clubs or asso- 
ciations, or just a plain cat fancier and 
lover of pets, if he be honest with himself, 
must answer: “Practically nothing.” Or 
maybe it would be better to omit the word 
“practically.” 

And who am I, you ask, to hit you in 
the nose with that statement? Well, I’m 
just a guy who, if I asked myself the same 
question, would have to give the same an- 
swer as you would give. 

I resent, however, a statement I read re- 
cently accredited to some gentleman of 
the cat fancy, I understand highly placed 
in a national cat society, who expressed the 
opinion that all Burmese cats were hy- 
brids, and that the so-called Burmese cat 
would no longer be recognized by his so- 
ciety as a breed. 

Mister, have you ever been to Burma? 
Have you ever made it a point, if you 
ever were in Burma, to visit the temples, 
to seek information from every native who 
could understand you and listen, to talk 
with the temple priests, to check with gov 
ernment authorities ? 

Well, I have 

I do not wish to make this article con 
troversial in any way, but I would like to 
outline simply and as briefly as possible 
some of the facts I garnered while in the 
China-Burma-India Theater as an officer 
in the United States Army 

First of all, as many readers may know, 
the cat we call the Burmese is even more 
rare in Burma than the Siamese is in Siam 
The great masses of people in Burma, no 
doubt, have never heard of the breed No 
one, I think, would recognize what we 
were talking about if we asked simply tor 
a Burmese cat 
to as Burmese is called “Rajah” in the

temples, 

I visited Buddhist temples in Prome and 
in Mandalay where the most beautiful cats 
in the world are found. In each case they 
were the personal pets of the head priest 
or abbott. They were referred to as “the 
Rajahs An acolyte or young student 
priest was assigned to each individual pet. 
They lived on a far better fare than the 
priests and their every whim and fancy 
was indulged 

From what I could gather from the 
priests, the Rajahs were the personal pets 
and the delight of the old Burman kings 
and their households from time immemo 
rial. The personal servant of each cat was 


responsible for its wellbeing and if his

Rajah became ill, he was severely punished. 
If the cat became afflicted with “the ter- 
rible sickness” (probably gastro enteritis) 
and died, the servant was sometimes put 
to death, or, should he by some chance be 
granted clemency, he spent the remainder 
of his wretched days in chains in the 
Royal “bastile.” 

The old priests assured me that the Ra- 
jah cat was an accepted Royal pet in 
Burma long before the Siamese cat graced 
the court of Siam. The Siamese cats in 
Burma, of which there are a number, are 
called “sick” cats. I drew from the ex- 
planation that they believed them to be 
albino Rajahs, and all albinos are thought 
to be sick. One priest kept repeating to 
me, “No color, sick, sick!” 

We all know that the sacred white ele- 
phants of Siam are albinos. There are also 
many albino monkeys and other animals 
in this area of the world, and it is not il- 
logical to assume that the Siamese cat 
may have been developed from albino 
Rajahs whose ancestors were imported 
from Burma. 

That is the belief of the Rajah fanciers 
of Burma, and this belief was verified in 
my conversations with various sources, 
each totally unknown to the other. It was 
also the belief of the Indian family re- 
siding in Upper Assam on the Burma bor- 
der, from whom I obtained my little Bur 
mese, Simbuni, which name translated from 
the Malay means, “Mysterious.” 

I personally saw and admired the sire 
and dam of Simbuni, while a guest at the 
beautiful country estate of this cultured In 
dian family. The owners had obtained the 
pair from a temple in Mandalay, Burma, 
ind they were the pride and joy of the 





family. Their attendant, a young Indian 
boy, never allowed them out of his sight, 
and served them as he might have a Prince 
and Princess. I found myself a frequent 
guest in the home, and, due to my deep 
admiration for their pets, was offered a 
kitten when one became available. Un- 
fortunately, I was called home very sud- 
denly and found it impossible to accept the 
offer. 

I kept in contact with my brother of- 
ficers in Chabua, however, and in 1946, 
one of them was kind enough to fly Sim- 
buni to the United States, where I took 
possession. Simbuni is now an adult and, 
insofar as I know, the only true breeding 
imported Rajah or Burmese cat in this 
country. Simbuni is a female, now nearly 
two years old. 

I would like to describe the Burmese cat 
as it is in Burma. It does not meet the 
standards set up for Burmese in the 
United States because the Burmese cat in 
this country has been bred so much with

the Siamese that its appearance in every 
thing but color is identical with the Sia 
mese. In fact, I can find no difference in 
the standards now set for the Siamese, ex 
cept the eve and coat color 


The true Rajah cat has a much rounder 
head than the Siamese. The chest is 
broader, giving it a “huskier” appearance 
Contrary to standards set, the coat is not 
closer lying than the Siamese. If anything, 
it is longer. The paws are smaller and 
daintier. The ears are wide apart and set 
the same as the Siamese. The coat is a 
deep chocolate brown with a reddish tint 
or highlight. There is only the slightest 
difference in the chest color, which is just 
perceptibly lighter The eves are a deep 
yellow or gold, not orange, nor are they 
flecked with blue. They are a clear yel 
low or gold. Mask, ears, and tail are 
deeper brown, almost black, but I find no 
shading on the paws. If there is, it is so 
negligible as to be imperceptible. The tail 
is long, straight, and not kinked. The body 
is shorter than the Siamese. In fact, the 
Rajah breed is a much smaller breed than 
the Siamese. Actually, it is the smallest 
breed of cat I have ever seen. My Sim- 
buni, now a full grown adult, is often mis- 
taken for a six months’ old kitten. 


The Rajah is not as active or mischievous 
as the Siamese. They are gentle, extremely 
affectionate and playful, but not destruc- 
tive. They may be left in your most lav- 
ishly furnished home without fear of dam- 
age to curtains, furniture, or bric-a-brac. 
Although I have a great fondness for the 
Siamese, I cannot recommend them for an 
apartment or a living room that is one’s 


pride and joy. On the other hand, the 
Burmese seems to be a great respecter ot 
order and enjoys quiet luxury, an inherit- 
ance from days of glory in the Palace ot 
the Burman Kings, no doubt. 

My Simbuni is a perfect retriever. A 
wadded ball of paper will keep her busy 
indefinitely chasing across the room and 
returning the ball to drop it playfully in 
my hand. While she has no personal ser 
vant, she is free to chew my ears, lick my 
face, investigate my brand of hair tonic, 
and sleep across my neck, her favorite 
snoozing ground. After all, she is a Prin 
cess in her own right, and who am I to 
flaunt tradition! 

The foregoing, I trust, gives you suc 
cinctly, the background of the Burmese 
cat and a description of what this cat is 
like in its own native habitat. If we are 
going to accept the Burmese cat in this 
country, would it not be better to aim for 
a standard which is truly Burmese rather 
than attempt to breed out its true charac 
teristics and breed in the Siamese ? 

I am not a breeder. I have no cats for 
sale. I am just a tired and harrassed busi- 
nessman who enjoys coming home to my 
little Rajah, who transports me in fancy 
across the world to a land of temples filled 
with orange robed priests and burning joss. 
I accept her lavish affection and am grate- 
ful. I have no intention of answering any 
letters of inquiry or engaging by mouth or 
pen into discussions, controversial or other- 
wise, so please don’t write to me. 

I am, however, interested in the future 
of the Burmese cat in America and when- 
ever Simbuni is bred her litters will go to 
the leading Burmese breeders of the coun- 
try, who, I hope, will breed for true 
Burmese characteristics and, by careful 
selection, the perpetuation of the Royal 
breed of Rajahs.

A kitten was rescued recently from an

Sometimes the rusty appearance is caused 
by red in the ancestry of the cat and is 
permanent. Black cats with any tortoise- 
shell or red in their strain should never be 
used for black breeding but should be used 
as an outcross with reds to darken the 
coat color in reds. Blacks when young 
are often a rusty brown in the top coat. 
These invariably turn out to make the best 
adults as far as color is concerned, they 
have more depth of color in the under- 
coat, while the brownish top coat seems 
to turn into extra luster. Breeders must 
exercise much patience and discretion in 
the selection of kittens. Many times the

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LADY LEEDS JUST “MIEUWED” TWICE

We met Lady Leeds last November as a 
guest of the Masons, but she was a bit 
indisposed. She was snuggled deeply in a 
specially-designed wicker basket in the 
corner of a bedroom. And was busily en 
gaged nursing five eye-sealed 5-day-old 
kits. She just didn’t want to be bothered 
with any visitors and so we cannot tell vou 
much about her 

Lady Leeds is by far the favorite cat 
of Mr. Mason. Well, why shouldn't she 
be? She was found and befriended by him 
back in 1937 when he was touring England 
in a popular theatrical production. Mr 
Mason was about to board the train at 
Leeds and there was the silver tabby right 
there on the platform. She caught the great 
actor’s eye and “mieuwed” twice. That 
was her introduction to a new life, to the 
English motion picture sets, to America, 
and to the hearts of the great actor and his 
equally brilliant wife. 

Did you see “The Seventh Veil”? Ii 
vou did you saw Lady Leeds in that one 
too. 

We didn’t ask Mr. or Mrs. Mason when 
they first became interested in cats. That 
seems to be pretty much of a stock ques- 
tion asked them repeatedly.

Since inexperience is often the 
reason a cat’s needs are neglected, we shall 
concern ourselves with several small mat- 
ters of interest to the average pet owner 

Cat owners often make the mistake of 
decorating their cats with loosely fitting 
ribbons and collars in an effort to make 
them more attractive, and then permit 
them to run outside. Ribbons and collars 
may be ali right to wear indoors, but when

choked to death because of getting caught 
on limbs of trees or other projections.

will certainly be in no danger of swallow- 
ing it. 

Some house cats are as mischievous as 
children and certain precautions must be 
taken to prevent them from harming them- 
selves. Playful cats and kittens are fas- 
cinated by buttons, tacks, small stones, bits 
of glass and various other items but some- 
times these objects are accidentally swal- 
lowed and an operation is required to re- 
move them. These small hazards should 
be kept out of reach and the pet supplied 
with suitable toys. This also applies to 
Christmas decorations and especially those 
made of metallic material. 

Cats are not necessarily “bad” because 
they claw on carpets and furniture. To 
the cat, the need for clawing is very real, 
for it aids him in removing claw cases 
which have grown too long and tough for 
comfort. A cat can generally be trained 
to keep away from furniture and rugs by 
supplying him with a scratching post. 
These posts can be bought ready-made or 
one can be made by covering a strong 
piece of wood with carpet and attaching it 
securely to a sturdy base. If the post is 
scented with catnip, the cat will find its 
new possession even more exciting. 

A cat should be supplied with toys and 
if he has his own playthings, will be less 
apt to get into mischief. Catnip mice, 
ping pong balls, empty thread spools, a 
ball with a bell inside, a “squeak” mouse, 
all these make good toys for cats. Kittens 
at the wrestling age enjoy a rag doll to 
play with for this toy is large enough for 
the kit to grasp and kick. The rag doll is 
especially good for a kitten obliged to live 
alone, and makes up to it in some measure 
for the lack of a companion of its own 
kind.

Cats may be poisoned in various ways. 
They may come in contact with poisons bv 
accidental means, for example, where 
poisoned bait has been set for the fight 
against ground squirrels, gophers, rats or 
mice. They may also be poisoned intention- 
ally by people who do not like cats and 
try to rid the neighborhood of the feline 
population. We know that such things do 
happen and while there are laws against 
such wanton destruction of our pets the 
practice still goes on. Our only hope, then, 
for the poisoned animal is to find a way 
to combat the effects of the poisoning and 
to save the animal’s life. 

Some of the more common poisons are 
arsenic, phosphorus and strychnine. Of 
these three, strychnine, is probably dreaded 
least by the veterinarian. This does not 
mean that strychnine is not a deadly poison, 
for it is truly a bad one and if not treated 
the animal is sure to die. We will discuss 
this in this article. 

One must always keep in mind that 
sometimes an apparently poisoned cat real!y 
is suffering with the dread cat disease, in- 
fectious gastro-enteritis. This disease has 
much the same symptoms as those in a 
poisoned case, for there is repeated vomiting 
and retching and there is intense thirst 
though the cat is unable to swallow any 
water and the animal hovers over the 
water dish. If a person sees the cat early 
in the disease one will find some elevation 
of temperature, but within a few hours the 
temperature drops to a subnormal level 
and thus one cannot tell by taking the tem- 
perature whether or not he is dealing with 
an infection or a case of poisoning. A his 
tory of the situation immediately preceding 
the onset of sickness will help in differenti- 
ating the type of disease with which one 
is dealing. If one knows of other cats or 
dogs that are being poisoned in the neigh- 
borhood and finds a definite type of poison 
such as arsenic, he can tell with some cer- 
tainty that he is dealing with that type of 
poison. If, on the other hand, the cat takes 
suddenly ill, refuses food, and later starts 
to vomit and the sickness comes on in the 
fall months it is quite likely the cat has 
infectious gastro-enteritis. News of these 
epidemics travels fast and one will usualls 
hear of other cases of the disease in the 
neighborhood. This is a very contagious 
disease among cats that have not been 
vaccinated.

the way of treatment of cases of severi 
poisoning such as arsenic, phosphorus and 
strychnine. These cases are still very serious 
and require early diagnosis and treatment 
A person should certainly not attempt to 
treat them in the home because the proper 
treatment of these cases requires the skill 
and judgment of a veterinarian trained 
for the care of them. To delay treatment 
until the cat is nearly dead while trying 
various and sundry home _ remedies is 
simply a matter of unjustified cruelty. 

Arsenic poisoning requires heroic meas- 
ures to save the life of a cat. Besides 
emptying the stomach by means of a_hypo- 
dermic medicine by the name of apomor- 
phine in 1/20 grain dosage, the veterin- 
arian can give sodium’ thiosulphate dis- 
solved in water, by mouth, or can give it by 
subcutaneous injection. A new medicine 
which has been used in human beings with 
remarkable success in early cases would be 
worthy of trial in cats. This is British 
Anti-Lewisite, commonly known as B A L 
This medicine at present is found only in 
the drug stores in the larger cities. Veterin- 
arians will do well to investigate the use 
of this drug. 

Phosphorus is a deadly poison and pro- 
duces intense thirst in affected animals. 
They will make every effort to get to 
water. The usual treatment of emptying 
the stomach, plus a saline purgative may 
be used. Caution must be used against 
giving oil of any kind and DO NOT GIVE 
MILK OR EGG. A new medicine called 
Methionine has been found very effective 
in combating effects of this poison on the 
liver in human babies and it would be 
worth trying in the cat. Perhaps your 
valued pet’s life might be saved with this 
new drug. 

Strychnine poisoning has been found to 
respond to the use of, first, emptying the 
stomach and then intravenous injection 
of nembutal. Our veterinarians tell us that 
if a cat poisoned with strychnine is still 
breathing when they have a chance to use 
the above method of treatment, it is mor 
than probable that its life may be saved. 


According to Edward L. Bortz, president 
of the American Medical Association, at 
1% years of age a cat is full grown and has 
a life expectancy of ten vears. A dog is 
full grown physically at 2 and has an aver- 
age life expectancy of 12 years. At 4 years 
a horse is fully grown. 
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STORY OF THE PURACHATAR HOLOCAUST 


During the late weeks of October, the 
eyes of a watchful nation were focused on 
the State of Maine in the vicinity of Bar 
Harbor, where forest fires were breaking 
out in various areas because of the lack of 
rain that caused the drying up of vegeta- 
tion. Flames erupted on Mt. Desert Island, 
Bar Harbor, Thursday, October 23. 

Mt. Desert Island was the home of cat- 
dom’s great siamese cattery. Purachatar, 
owned by Miss Louise Seldon Frith. To- 
wards evening, the wind arose to almost 
hurricane proportions to sweep across the 
picturesque island off the mainland. The 
fire jumped unpredictably and Purachatar 
Cattery, which was situated on a wooded 
hill in a not too heavily inhabited area, was 
completely engulfed. 

Earlier in the day, Mrs. Anderson, 
closely associated with Miss Frith, at- 
tempted to contact the police to arrange 
for removal of the highly prized stock, 
when it was first learned that Purachatar 
Cattery was endangered. 

Preparation had been made for the evac- 
uation of the cats. Each had been boxed 
separately to enable their removal when 
the police would give an order that the 
truck hauling them was permitted to carry 
the stock away. 

Miss Frith was ill in the Mt. Desert 
Island Hospital nearby, and the news of the 
progress of the fire was kept from her 
She had entered the hospital in the spring 
as a result of a heart ailment. 

According to her letter to Cats received 
two days following the devastation, “Had 
I known of the danger, some of the cats 
could have been carried down to my cot- 
tage which was untouched by the flames. 
As it was, my entire cattery was wiped 
out.” 

On Monday, November 3, Miss Frith. 
upon learning of the catastrophe, died of 
her condition. It is believed that the shock 
was so severe, her heart, after years of labor 
in producing her sterling siamese stock, 
could not stand up to the catastrophe 

Miss Frith was the daughter of Louis 
E. and Maria Louisa Frith of New York. 
She is survived by her sister, Helen Frith 
Stickney of New York. Funeral services 
were held at Bar Harbor, Thursday, No- 
vember 6 

According to a letter from Miss Frith, 
received by Carts after her death, “among 
the cats destroyed were King Purachatar IV, 
a very fine proven blue point stud, slated 
to be sent to Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. 
Knight of Oswego, Oregon; and Song Kran 
of Purachatar. All were blue point sia- 
mese.” 

In addition to the above there were two 
excellent animals that had been brought 
from California. These were Songkla Pur- 
achatar of Mei Li, a great-great-grand- 
daughter of Ch. Fairchild’s Nyima. “This

cat had marvelous sapphire blue eyes,” 
wrote Miss Frith, “and had just produced 
a litter in which her eye color and eye slant 
perpetuated in the East. These kittens are 
an inestimable loss.” 

Another prize cat was Koen Yung of 
Purachatar, who won honors at the Bos- 
ton Cat Show. This was a blue point 
Along with this loss was the beautiful seal 
point, Goforth’s Princess Khiem Mei, which 
was pictured on the cover of March 1947 
Cats. 

“There was also Georgia,” wrote Miss 
Frith, “who this summer produced a beau 
tiful pair of blue point male kittens, the 
finest ever born at the Cattery, and which, 
fortunately, had been sent to Mrs. Gordon 
Palmer in Chicago.” 

For those interested in the Purachatar 
bloodlines, Mrs. Blanche Warren of Bell- 
flower, Calif., has a blue point male; Mrs. 
R. C. O'Donovan of South Miami, Fla., a 
very fine blue point female; Mrs. Stanley 
Gibson of Chicago, a blue point female, Ch. 
Princess Purachatar; and many others, in- 
cluding a lovely kitten, purchased last 
spring by the eminent English actor, Mr. 
James Mason. 


Miss Frith was very activé in the Cat 
Fancy. She published a booklet contain- 
ing the official standard of the Siamese 
Cat, using photographs of her famed stock.

Arch E. Horne writes: “If in this mating 
a blue female appears, which is very likely, 
she is the best prospect for breeding excel- 
lent blacks of both sexes that you can pro- 
duce, and should be bred back to her sire 
providing his points are equally good. By 
breeding a blue queen of good type and 
texture of coat to the best black male at 
hand, a step forward is made in the pro- 
duction of the resultant black males but 
unfortunately these males are not dominant 
in color when later bred to queens of an- 
other strain. The correction for this is 
to breed to a blue queen closely related to 
his blue dam. To the new breeder of 
Blacks starting with two adult b‘ack cats, 
providing the queen has good color, the 
color of the male need not be given much 
consideration. This is providing both cats 
are good type and have ancestors who were 
good specimens. The females from this 
mating should be bred back to their sire, 
and here again BLUE FEMALE kittens 
are likely to result, as blue is a dilute of 
black, and as black is dominant in males 
but incomplete in females, the occurrence 
of the biue female is explained. This blue 
female so produced is invaluable to the 
serious breeder of blacks who should keep 
her and once more breed back to the sire, 
when the litter will be all black nine times 
out of ten, and the resultant blacks of 
either sex when later crossed out with blues 
will throw nothing but black kittens.”
